That mny not 
be the experience (if all cutlery dealers, 
hut that's the kind of trade we cater 


to," 
said a knife export from behind 
the counter of a store on one of the most 
frequented 
of 
down 
town 
streets. 
"Spaniards spend the most money for 
knives," ho continued. "Spaniards Jfao 
come litre are very f;istidious in the 
Inutter of cutlery anyway. 
Where an 
American family in the same circum­ 
stances will be ('(intent with the ordina­ 
ry plated tableware, costing $4 or $4.50 
ii dozen, a Spaniard will have nothing 
but the finest steel with ivory handles, 
lit $18 and over. Tim average business 
man spends usually about $3 for a four 
bladed knife. If he loses a knife often, 
as many men do, he conies down to $2, 
then to $1. 
Most expensivo knives are 
bought for presents. 
Four dollars buys 
an excellent gift. 
Last season many 
knives were given for prizes at encher 
parties. 
Such knives were usually the 
fancy ones, witli half a dozen blades or 
attachments. 
Thai big 7 inch 
knifo 
there is a hunter's knife. It costs $4. 


"A man who buys that will take it 
to tho Adirondack*, and when he leaves 
there present it to Ins guide. 
We have 
one customer who buys thiee of thoso 
knives every year. He gives them to his 
guides, he says. We sell nearly 150 of 
them every year. 
This heavy one here 
with a big steel hook is a horseman's 
knife. It costs $7. The hook is used for 
digging out a stone from tho horse's 
hoof. 
It has, as you see, other attach­ 
ments, such as a corkscrew, screwdriver, 
nut cracker, awl, gimlet and a score of 
things for other useful or useless pur­ 
poses, according to the point of view. 
We sell many of them, probably more 
than any other one kind. Sailors nsual- 
ly buy pretty good knives. 
They and 
Italians go in for big, sharp knives that 
should be handy in case of defense. 
Pretty nearly every trade hu.s a peculiar 
knife. 
That's one reason why a well 
equipped cutlery shop makes such a for­ 
midable display. 
Knives cost all tho 
way from 50 cents to $25. We don't sell 
many at the latter price. "—New York 
Press. 


F o r j e a n d F u r n a c e of t h e F u t u r e . 


Tho opinion is expressed by a writer 
in The Mechanical News that the forgo 
and furnace of the future will consist of 
a lead lined glass or porcelain vase, or 
cupola, filled with cold acidified water, 
to which is connected a strong positive 
conductor, the forge and outfit being 
rendered complete by a pair of tongs 
with 
insulated handles attached to a 
flexible negative conductor. 
According 
to this plan, the smith seizes the pieco 
of iron which is to be manipulated with 
the insulated tongs and plunges it into 
the sour water, which begins to boil 
and bubble- tho instant it comes in con­ 
tact with the iron, the latter, in a re­ 
markably short space of time, turning 
to a red and then to a white heat, ready 
for tho work of the smith. 
So rapidly 
indeed is the heating done by this means 
that the water and the portion of the 
icon not immersed in the water are but 
slightly warmed. 
The principle involv­ 
ed in this process is of a simple and well 
known 
character—resistance 
produc­ 
ing the light and heat—it being found 
that enormous heat can bo produced by 
such a method, much greater, in fact, 
than is necessary to extract iron from 
tho most refractory ores. It is remarked 
that the value of such a process will be 
especially exhibited in the more com­ 
plete and rapid handling of heavy iron 
and steel plates and bars requiring to 
bo hammered and welded—moro valua­ 
ble still for tempering purposes, as the 
necessary heat for tho immersed portion 
can be BO quickly obtained, while the [ 
roniaining portion, holds comparatively

A n E x t r a o r d i n a r y 
F r e a k . 


A citizen of Tampa, Fla., is the own­ 
er of a wonderful ouriosity in the shape 
of a pair of deer's horns in which one 
of the prongs ends in a startling mal­ 
formation. 
Four inches from the place 
where it branches from the main horn 
this prong suddenly enlarges 
into a 
bulbous growth nearly as largo as a 
man's fist, and it is in this excrescence 
that the wouder lies. The bnlb is in the 
form of a hound's head, plainly show­ 
ing ears, mouth, eyes, etc It was "tak­ 
en in the down," and were it other­ 
wise it is impossible that it could be a 
work of art, owing to the enlargement 
necessary for the freak.—St Louis Re­ 
public. 


A R o p e 
B a r o m e t e r . 


In the office of the Des Moines Regis 
ter is the best barometer in the state. It 
consists of an ordinary rope attached to 
the carrier box between the first and 
fourth floors, making it nearly 60 feet 
long. This rope is wonderfully sensitive 
to changes in the atmosphere. 
At leant 
24 hours before the average rain it be­ 
gins to tighten by the absorption erf 
moisture. Its predictions nearly alwam

One never knows for certain how 
much of the knout is left in modern 
Russia. The telegraph wire still at times 
carries the horrid whiz of it from re­ 
mote Siberia, and only the other day I 
saw mention in news from St. Peters­ 
burg of a now imperial ukase, "abolish­ 
ing the UBO of the knout for the punish­ 
ment of offenses committed by the peas­ 
antry, which has hitherto been complete­ 
ly at the mercy of the local judges in 
this respect." 
I was under the inipres 
sion that tVie "local judges" had been 
deprived of their knout for 20 years or 
more, but the sender of this message 
adds that "statistics were submitted to 
tho czar, showing that in ten years 3,000 


i persons, mostly guilty of thefts of prod­ 


uce, 
had died after punishment with tho 
knout.'' 


Granted the infliction o f the knout, 
the 8,000 deaths are easily believed. 
The instrument itself, supposing this re­ 
port to be true, evidently dies harder 
than its victims. 
But even in Russia, 
where the rod and its equivalents have 
had a more extended and bloody exist­ 
ence than in any other European state, 
the humaner spirit of the age has been 
felt, and one is disposed t o regard as ex­ 
aggerated tho statements just quoted. 
Certainly we had been given to believe 
that the knout was abolished for all but 
the gravest offense as long ago as lH(if>. 
But Russia lias never been governed 
wholly by its written laws, and there 
aro regions of that empire where a ukase 
may be slow to reach the "local judges." 


The mercifnl edict of istili, however, 
stopped short at the confines of Siberia, 
and it was with the object of learning 
to what extent the knout is used in tlio 
Siberia of today that I sought an inter­ 
view with a distinguished and very in 
foresting exile, M. Alexander Hoehac- 
zowski, on a visit to Kngland. 
M. So- 
cliaczewski, a Pole by birth, an artist 
by profession, and in Kngland to ar­ 
range for the exhibition of a picturo 
which will move the sympathies of ev­ 
ery friend o f the victims of tho czar, 
was a political exile in Siberia at the 
age of 21 and suffered 4 
I . J years in tho 
mines, during 
of which he carried, 
night and day, chains of which marks 
are permanently graven on his ankles. 
Twenty years in all were the days of 
his exile, and he counts himself happy 
that he did not, like so many of his 
comrades in oppression, perish 
under 
that cruel yoke. Indeed lie speaks with­ 
out bitterness and says that even in Si­ 
beria one may often forget oneself. 


M. Sochaczewski could say much about 
tho knout. 
He had been many times a 
witness of its infliction. 
The knout, in 
fact, Wivi in use in the mines dining the 
whole of M. Sochaezew'ski's exile, and 
those who werecondemued to it suffered 
in public. 


At the present day M. Sochaczewski 
believed that, it was practically abolish­ 
ed in ISiKi, but tho governor retains a 
certain discretionary power, which may 
mean much in Siberia. 
Would M. So­ 
chaczewski describe the punishment? 
Ho took a half sheet of note paper and a 
pen and made a rapid sketch. 
"That is 
the knout," he said. A band of leather, 
as is well known, serves the execu­ 
tioner for a handle, and the knout it­ 
self is a single thong of leather, rough 
and very hard, tapering toward the ex­ 
tremity, where it is weighted with a 
ball of lead. 
With this the executioner 
—who is generally a reprieved murder­ 
er—can inflict as great or as little suf­ 
fering as he pleases. 


" T h u s , " said M. Sochaczewski, "tho 
prisoners would sometimes give him a 
ruble to prove his skill, when he would 
strike one of them, apparently with full 
force, across the palm of the hand, but 
tho blow would scarcely be felt and 
would not leave a scratch. 
With the 
same instrument he could kill at a single 
stroke, and was occasionally bribed by 
a condemned prisoner to do so, breaking 
the ribs and almost tearing out the 
heart. 


What number of strokes, I asked M. 
Sochaczewski, were ordinarily intlictod? 


He replied that it was of no great con­ 
sequence, inasmuch as punishment with 
the knout was generally regarded as a 
sentence of death. 
A man under sen- 
teuco of 100 lashes might die at-tho 
third lash, iu which case thu remaining 
97 would be given to tho corpse. It was 
possiblo, if the executioner did not em­ 
ploy his wholo art or strength, for tho 
victim to escape death, but he would 
then inevitably bo a cripple for the rest 
of his life. 
There were men iu tho hos­ 
pital in his timo whom tho knout had 
maimed forever. 


I asked whother the knout exhausted 
tho resources of penal discipline in Si­ 
beria. 
" B y no means," said M. So­ 
chaczewski. 


Ho took up his pen again, and scratch­ 
ed me a picture of a whip called tho 
plot, which has three tails of twisted 
leather, with bits of metal at tho tips. 
It is a little less deadly than the knout, 
but an expert flogger can kill his victim 
at the fifth stroke. There is a difference 
in flogging with the knout and with the 
plet. Thokuout, likothe English " c a t , " 
is laid across the back. 
The three tails 
of the plet score the back downward, 
from the nape of the neck to the loins, 
and every stroke, properly given, carries 
away three strips of skin and bites well 
into the flesh. Yes. M. Sochaczewski 
had seen many comrades suffer under | 
the plet. "Protest? To what end?" To i 
protest was to be tied tip oneself. The 
very flogger ran the risk of being cut to 
pieces with knout or plet if he failed to \ 
kill or maim his victim,—St
